Shamir 
back with 
‘new ideas’ 

TEL AVIV, March 16 (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir returned from talks 
in Washington Wednesday saying there was 
closer coordination between Israel and the 
United States on the troop-withdrawal talks 
with Lebanon. 

Shamir told an airport news conference 
that be would bring “new ideas" worked out 
in 18 hours of talks in Washington to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin* s government “for 
discussion and decision.” 

He refused to elaborate on the ideas, but a 
senior official in Washington said the United 
States may play a larger role in monitoring 
security arrangements in South Lebanon. 
The U.S. official, who was not identified, 
spoke of a joint U.S.-Israeli- Lebanese com- 
mission to supervise the arrangements. 

“ I have the feeling that the positions of tbe 
United States and Israel are closer than 
before, and tbe chances have grown for an 
agreement,” S hamir told reporters. 

He said he also felt an improvement in 
U.S.- Israeli relations, which are still recover- 
ing from the strains of Israefs invasion of 
Lebanon last summer. 

Reporting on his 30-minute meeting with 
President Reagan, Shamir said tbe president 
stressed “tbe need for a dose dialogue.” He 
quoted Reagan as saying that “if s better to 
talk to each other than about each other.” 
Israefs armed forces radio said one idea 
Sh amir was bringing was a proposal that the 
Lebanese Army, along with the Israeli- 
backed militia of Maj. Saad Haddad, be 
responsible for patrolling southern Lebanon. 

The radio said Secretary of State George 
Shultz suggested that U.S. troops be based in 
the area. 

Foreign Minister Elie Salem of Lebanon, 
who held separate talks with Shultz over the 
last several days, remained behind and dis- 
cussed the situation Wednesday with Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Vice President 
George Bush. 

' He was accompanied by former Lebanese 
Prime Minister Saeb Salara, who told repor- 
ters that Reagan fully supports Lebanon's 
desire to rid the country of ail foreign forces. 

. Salam said Reagan repeated several times 
during the meeting that he has “no reverse 
gear” and just wants to go forward on the 
issue. 

Tbe Lebanese elder statesman repeated his 
country’s position that “we are prepared to 
go to any limits, but not to impinge on the 
sovereignty of Lebanon” by permitting a 
residual force of Israeli troops to remain 
behind after the main force withdraws. 

On Tuesday, Salem referred to “new con- 
cepts” that were put forward, and said prog- 
ress had been made in defining “security 
arrangements” to protect Israel’s northern 
frontiers after all foreign troops — Israeli.

For one thing, Reagan, who was supposed to have 
ordered the military movements, seemed totally unaware of any thin g 
untoward when questioned about tbe “crisis” at a press conference 
on Feb. 16. 

Egypt, moreover, with some exasperation denied that it had asked 
for American help, although Sudan, long at odds with Qaddafi and 
host to his most dangerous Libyan opponents, continued to make 
much of the “Libyan conspiracy” and the timely way h had been 
thwarted. 

Clearly the published version was not the whole stoiy. Reliable 
local sources have now come up with information which rewrites 
large parts of it to produce an altogether more credible version. 

Far from uncovering ;a major Libyan plot, what the Americans did 
intercept was an inquiry to Qaddafi from a handful of Sudanese 
dissidents probing for his reaction in the event of their attempting a 
coup. His reply was that if they could pull it off, he would be with 
them. The U.S. shared this information with Sudan and with Egypt.

Price war spells doom- Oteiba 


ABU DHABI, March 16 (AP) — The oil 
minister of the United Arab Emirates has 
noted a new crude price by the Soviet Union 
and warned that “afl will be losers” if the 
world's oil producers . sr.‘ Into “a discount 
race” . 

Mana Said Oteiba made the statement 
Tuesday to the official UAE news agency, 
WAM, upon arriving here after grueling 
OPEC talks in London that produced a new 
arrangement on sharing the shaky oil market. 

Oteiba was asked by the agency about 
reports that the Soviet Union had undertaken 
a new cut of $1.25 in its Urals exports to 
Europe, to $28 per barrel, less than 24 hours 
after OPEC lowered its benchmark to $29 
per barrel, from a previous level of $34. “A 
discount race will bring no gains to any part,” 
he said. “AID will be losers.” 

Oteiba said he had found British Energy 
Secretary Nigel Lawsn “and other countries 
such as Norway and Mexico responsive” to 
OPECs behest for cooperation on the world 
market. 


He pledged OPEC wfll be “sympathetic to 
the specific economic and political condi- 
tions” of various non-OPEC producers. But 
he said all should coordinate with OPEC, 
“bee? use ev; -ybody a HI be aTe-ited by any' 
development, negative or positive .” 

Oteiba announced that OPECs market 
monitoring committee will be meeting once 
every month and will be keeping close taps on 
“the European, American and Far Eastern 
markets” in particular. 

Oteiba declared the four-member commit- 
tee was expanding its mission to monitor pro- 
duction levels by afl world producers and 
price-production currents even on the unoffi- 
cial spot market. “We shall be meticulously 
watching the levels of production by OPEC 
and non-OPEC states, in addition to all 
movements in prices both on tbe official and 
spot market level," be said. 

The committee is headed by Oteiba and 
comprises tbe oil ministers of Venezuela,. 
Indonesia and Algeria. 


Kohl locked In battle over posts 


BONN, March 16 (R) — West German 
ChanceDor Helmut Kohl was locked in battle 
over posts and policies with right-wing leader 
Franz Josef Strauss Wednesday as an open 
power struggle developed over the future 
shape of his coalition government 

The Bavarian Christian Social Union 
.(CSU), sister party of Kohl's Christian 
Democrats (CDU), demanded that Strauss, 
its leader, be allowed to take his pick of 
cabinet jobs. 

The call, published in the CSU newspaper 
Bayerttkarier as the third round of coalition 
talks began, angered Christian Democratic 
officials who said tbe CSU leader’s public bid 
for power was becoming increasingly embar- 
rassing and unseemly. 

Thd 67-year-old Bavarian leader Wednes- 
day submitted a long paper demanding 


Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, 
who leads KohTs Free Democratic (FDP) 
j uni oil coalition partners. 

The FDP has insisted Genscher keep bis 
job despite the ambitions of Strauss for the 
post. Conservative newspapers repented bit- 
ter exchanges between Strauss and Kohl in 
the closed-door talks, which the CDU and 
CSU began on Monday. Talks with the FDP 
open Thursday. 

They said Strauss wanted Bonn to change 
its approach to the Third World, giving more 
help to authoritarian pro-Western states and 
stopping aid to left-wing governments. 

CSU parliamentary leader Theo WaigeL, 
writing in the Bayernkurier, said it was self- 
evident that an architect of German democ- 
racy like Strauss should be free to choose 
“whether and in what post he enters the new 
Kohl cabinet.”

16m birds vanish from Pacific atoll 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (R) — More 
than 16 million birds have mysteriously van- 
ished from the Pacific atoD of Christmas 
Island, the first recorded disappearance of an 
entire island adult bird population, a Califor- 
nia scientist has said. 

Ralphs Schxeiber, curator of ornithology 
at the National History Museum of Los 
Angeles County, said 14 million sooty terns,, 
at least 1 .5 mfllioo wedge-tailed shearwaters 
and one million birds of 16 other species bad 
left their island borne in the second half of 
1982. Thousands of the birds’ nestlings had 
been left behind to die, he told Reuters. 

Dr. Schreiber, who has studied birds and 
mammals in the central Pacific for more than 
15 years, said Christmas Island was teeming 


with birdlife when be visited it last Jnly but 
was virtually deserted on a second visit in 
November. 

Speculating that a drastic change in oceanic 
conditions might have farced the exodefs, he 
said: “Pm sure that many of them will have 
died." 

He said since last April the area around 
Christmas Island had experienced unusual 
climatic changes causing the sea level to rise 
about seven inches (18 cm) and ocean temp- 
eratures to drop about seven degrees 
Fahrenheit (four degrees Celsius). 

Dr. Schreiber said this might have forced 
the birds’ sole food supply, fish and squid, to 
leave top waters, luring tbe sooty terns, 
shearwaters and other birds after them. 
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Reagan ready to drop 
zero option— Lubbers 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan is prepared to seek an 
interim agreement in the deadlocked talks 
with tbe Soviet Union on limiting nuclear 
missiles in Europe, Netherlands Prime Minis- 
ter Ruud Lubbers said Tuesday night. 

This would mean temporary abandonment 
by the U.S. president of Iris “zero option” 
goal, . although Lnbbers made clear that 
Reagan and the allies remain committed to 
that objective over tbe long run. 

Lubbers’ evening conversation with repor- 
ters followed by several hours a luncheon 
meeting with Reagan. Earlier, White House 
press secretary Larry Speakes had said 
Reagan had made no final deciaon on an 
interim proposal. 

“The zero option remains the central 
theme and tbe centra] goal of tbe Western 
position," Lubbers said. “I also understood 
today that that is the position of the presi- 
dent. Tbe question is, how do we come to this 
‘result? There he is also prepared to discuss an 
interim solution." 

Asked whether Reagan used tbe term 
“interim solution" in his talks, Lnbbers 
replied, ‘Tm not 100 percent certain he used 
that phrase but tbe preparedness to negoti- 
ate steps — that cannot be doubted." 

After bis meeting with Reagan, Lubbers 
said the discussions at tbe arms control talks 
in Geneva must involve some flexibility from 
the Soviet side as well. “The Soviets have to 
understand that Geneva talks have to 
become now Geneva negotiations,” be said. 

UAE plans 
taxation 

DUBAI, March 16 (WAM) — A top 
United Arab Emirates official was quoted 
Wednesday z. samy ibat-'nE &:vcnu:.r..i 
was considering taxation on certain com- 
modities and services because of an expected 
sharp drop in oil revenues. 

“We are studying ways and means of taxa- 
tion, though no clear decision has been 
arrived at yet," Ahmed A1 Tayer assistant 
undersecretary at the Ministry of Finance and 
Industry told the English-language daily 
KJudeej Times. 

Although taxation was unlikely this year, 
A 1 Tayer said “we are going into the whole 
question of the type of taxation — whether it 
should be tax on imports . or services or 
income tax.” 

As a first step, he revealed, the government 
would cut subsidy, especially on reel, which is 
being sold at around $1 per gallon (4.55 lit- 
ers). 

The UAE is one of the very few countries 
in tbe world without taxation. 

Despite a sizeable drop in 1982 budget of 
$6.2 bfllion against a $7.2 billion budget in 
1981, “tbe budget deficit was db 4.5 bfllion 
($1.2 billion) in 1982," the Khaleyj Times 
quoted him as saying. 

Tbe Ml in oil export revenues due to tbe 
present ofl glut was responsible for the 
deficit, tbe first in tbe history of this Arab 
Gulf country since its independence from 
Britain December 1971. 
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Meanwhile, a senior White House official, 
speaking on condition that be not be iden- 
tified, acknowledged Tuesday night that 
some consideration was being given to mod- 
ifying Reagan's original European arms 
reduction proposal as pressure from UJS. 
allies mounts for such a step. 

After the luncheon, another senior 
administration official, speaking on condition 
he not be identified, said the two leaders 
talked about their “general agreement’' on 
tbe need to modernize the NATO’s nuclear 
force in Europe at tbe same time an agree- 
ment is sought with the Soviet Union on 
reducing such weapons. 

The U.S. House of Representatives was 
expected to pass a resolution urging a 
“mutual and verifiable” U.S.-Soviet freeze 
on nuclear weapons. 

Advocates contend 
that tbe freeze is a 
vitally needed first 
step toward curbing 
the arms race. But 
opponents of the 
non-binding measure 
say it will undercut 
U.S. arms control 
negotiators and may 
increase — rather 
than reduce — the 
danger of war. . Sand Lubbers 

About 5.000 supporters of the nuclear 
freeze movement rallied at the U.S. Capitol 
last week and visited con gre ss m en to lobby 
for tbe freeze. Ballot re fere odums favoring a 
freeze have won the endorsement of voters in 
nine states, 12 countries and 22 cities. 

Republican Sen. Charles Percy also called 
last weekend for a new U.S. offer in the 
Geneva arms talks. But Gen. Bernard 
Rogers, U.S. and NATO commander in 
Europe, told a Senate armed services sub- 
committee Wednesday he hoped the presi- 
dent would “not be too hasty" in making a 
new proposal on reducing U.S. and Soviet 
missiles in Europe. 

Madman 9 s art 
gets top price 

LONDON, March 16 (AP) — A Victorian 
painting by the mad artist-murderer Richard 
Dadd sold in London Tuesday night for a 
world record 550,000 pounds ($830,500), 
auctioneers Sotheby’s said. 

“It was a record for any Victorian painting. 
We were amazed by the price,” said 
Sotheby's spokeswoman Candy Arfwedson. 

The previous record was 224,000 pounds 
(then $492,800 when the pound was worth 
more) in 1979 for an oriental scene in Cairo 
by John Frederick Lewis. 

Tbe Dadd work was bought by the Fine Art 
Society, art dealers in London’s Bond Street. 

The 30-inch (76-cm) wide painting depicts 
Oberon and Titiana in Shakespeare’s/! Mid- 
ssamtmr Night ’1 Dream. They are sur- 
rounded by finely detailed fairies, demons, 
flowers, insects and foliage.

“Moreover, tbe Gulf states encouraged 
and supported tbe private sector, which 
played a commendable role in achieving posi- 
tive results for tbe national economy,” Dr. 
Quwaiz said. “Gulf markets have attracted 
salesmen from various pans of the world in 
recent years and in view of the private sec- 
tor’s reputation firm prices, quality goods and 
lasting commitments have resulted.” 

In efforts to strengthen such cooperation, a 
team of experts from Saudi Arabia, Bahrain 
and Kuwait have proposed a study on tbe 
feasibility of an electric power network link- 
ing GCC members.

Ten injured in attacks 
on U.S., Italian troops 


BEIRUT, March 16 (Agencies) — Five 
U.S. Marines suffered superficial shrapnel 
wounds in the first grenade attack on the 
American contingent of Lebanon's multina- 
tional peacekeeping force on Wednesday, 
Marine Commander Col. James Mead said. 

Mead told reporters a single grenade was 
tossed at a Marine patrol from a second-floor 
window at tbe end of a street connecting 
Beirut International Airport and tbe coastal 
toad at tbe southern outskirts of tbe Leban- 
ese capital 

four of the injured Marines were evacu- 
ated by helicopter to U.S. Navy ships 
anchored off Beirut and one was treated at 
the Marine base in tbe airport, Mead said 

Gunmen also wounded five Italian soldiers 
here Tuesday night in the first attack on tbe 
Italian contingent. Two of tbe wounded sol- 
diers were in critical condition, Lebanese 
police said. They were in a patrol of Italian 
vehicles that was hit by sub-machinegun fire 
from a car near tbe airport, several French 
soldiers were wounded by unknown gunmen in 
two attacks here a few weeks ago. 

Mead said the Marines were put on a state 
of alert after gunmen ambushed tbe Italian 
contingent 

*• We wifi not allow a single act of terror- 
ism to stop us from our mission which is pres- 
ence and peacekeeping. Our patrols must 
continue and they will continue,'' be said. 

Asked if he thought the attacks on tbe 
Italians and Americans were related. Mead 


replied: “One always wonders about that” 
He added that there was “insufficient infor- 
mation” to draw any conclusions yet. 

The names of the injured marines were 
withheld pending notification of relatives. 

This was the first grenade attack on the 
1,200-man American contingent in the 
4,800-man peacekeeping force deployed in 
Beirut last September to help President Amm 
Gem ay el re-establish control over the 
Lebanese capital. 

A U.S. Marine suffered a superficial 
wound in the hand in late September from 
flying shrapnel when a car-bomb exploded 
about 40 meters from a Marine checkpoint in 
tbe Ouzai neighborhood. 

Wednesday’s attack came about 10 hours 
after tbe Italian patrol was ambushed on the 
airport highway. 

Earlier Tuesday, gunmen in a speeding 
vehicle wounded several residents in tbe 
mountain town of Aley, southeast of here. 
Here have been a series of clashes in that 
Israeli-controlled area between Diuze and 
Christian militia. 

In addition, a Syrian soldier was killed at 
the northern port of Tripoli when men in a car 
fired sub-machineguns and threw grenades at 
a group of people, the Lebanese news agency 
A! Markaziya reported. 

Rockets were also fired at a Communist 
Party office there Tuesday following the 
deaths of three persons in a clash between 
Communist and militia on Monday. 


Young sees shift inU.S.policy 


DUBAI, March 16 (WAM) — Andrew 
Young, former U.S. ambassador to tbe 
United Nations and mayor of Atlanta said in 
an interview published here Wednesday he 
noticed a shift in American Middle East pol- 
icy and blamed former Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig for Israel's summer invasion 
of Lebanon. 

“The present American policy in the Mid- 
dle East is moving in the right direction, 
although it came belatedly and failed to pre- 
vent the Lebanese tragedy," Young, who is 
on a 4 day visit to tbe United Arab Emirates 
told tbe English- language Kkalerej Times. 

“By right direction, I mean a balanced and 
even- handed approach," he explained. “But 
it still depends on Jordan and the FLO being 
made to feel secure enough to enter into a 
dialogue as proposed by (President) Reagan 
plan on the Middle Fa st " 

Young 51, had resigned his job as ambas- 
sador to tbe U.N. in tbe wake of Zionist- 
influenced protest against the administration 
of former President Jimmy Carter over a 
meeting be held with tbe PLO observer. 


Young held Haig responsible for the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon, because Haig being a 
man of military background as commander of 
the NATO forces, had much m common with 
the ‘.then Zionist war minister Ariel Sharon, 
who is often described as a^utche^' for his 
role m tbe killings of thousands of Palestinian 
and Lebanese civilians. “Both of them 
believe in military solutions to problems" 
Young said. 

He said present Secretary of State George 
Shultz, who knew the Middle East better, was 
“largely responsible for the right direction." 

“La the early day of his administration, 
President Reagan also believed in military 
solutions to problems, but he has been 
proved wrong m all such issues but uow has a 
more balanced views of matters. 

“The U.S. knew that the invasion of 
Lebanese was imminent and could have acted 
in time to stop it under the threat of with- 
drawing military support to Israel," he said. 
“But Haig not only did not forestall tbe inva- 
sion. but subtly encouraged it."

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Al-Azhar 
millennium 
festivities 
begin tomorrow 

CAIRO, March 16 (AP) — After a seven-year delay, authorities 
feel their relations with other Arab states and with religious groups at 
home have improved enough to go ahead with celebrations marking 
the 1,000th anniversary of Islam’s greatest educational center. 

Week-long festivities will begin Friday marking the founding erf 
Al-Azhar, the mosque and university complex that grew into the 
foremost center of Mamie studies for the world’s 800 million Mus- 
lims. 

The anniversary was to have been marked in 1976. But h was 
delayed because of tension between Egypt and other Arab states, 
which opposed the late President Anwar Sadat’s strategy for Middle 
East peace. 

“We found that celebrations during this period of disagreement 
among Arabs would not fulfill our aim.” Mohammed Tayeb Naggar, 
rector of A1 Azfaar University, said in a recent press conference. 

“But when the storm calmed down, the celebration became poss- 
ible.” 

Naggar also cited tbe internal political situation in Egypt in 1 976 as 
another reason for the delay. He did not elaborate, but he was 
apparently referring to allegations at the time that Libyan agents 
were trying to stir opposition to Sadat, especially among Muslim 
activists. 

The Egyptian government also apparently feared that security 
would be impossible at any large-scale celebration, especially where 
religious fervor would be running high. 

Egypt has full diplomatic relations with only three Arab states, but 
most of the other 17 have opened missions in Cairo, and trade and 
cultural ties have been expanded in the last two years. 

Representatives of Arab and Islamic countries have been invited 
to the ceremonies Naggar said. 

Since President Hosni Mubarak took power in October 1 981 after 
Sadat's murder, a government crackdown has largely silenced the 
^opposition. Mubarak told the Associated Press in an interview last

January that Egyptians are “more relaxed” now than in the past. 

AI-Azbar’s history goes back to tbe earliest days of Muslim rule in 
Egypt, and its origins are closely finked to those of Cairo itself. 

As Cairo developed into the cultural capital of the Arab world, 
Al-Azhar emerged as a spiritual center. From the early mosque 
schools, where young boys memorized the Qur'an, grew a full-, 
fledged university, which today has 1 20,000 students at 35 branches 

throughout Eevpt. 

lbrou^ntits history, Al-Azhar has served as a center for roobfl- 
izatiou of popular movements against foreign colonizers as well as 
being a renowned institute for Islamic and academic studies. 

Preachers at Al-Azhar frequently whipped up popular anti-British 
sentiment during the British occupation of Egypt between 1882 and 
1954. When the British. French and Israelis mounted tbe Suez inva- 
sion of 1956, then President Gama! Abdul Nasser vowed resistance 
from the pulpit of Al-Azhar mosque. 

Naggar, in an interview with the Associated Press, said that besides 
the original colleges of Islamic law, Arabic language and fundamen- 
tals of Islam, tbe university now has modern cofieges for medicine, 
engineering, c omm erce and other academ ic studi e s. 

The mosque, with four domes and five minarets, is being renovated 
in honor of its mill ennium- / 


Soviets poised to launch new Afghan offensive 


ISLAMABAD, March 16 (Agencies) — 
Soviet-Afghan forces have been pouring 
militar y reinforcements into southeast 
Afghanistan along the Pakistani border in 
preparation for a massive offensive aimed at 
wiping out re sista nce strongholds in tbe area. 
Western diplomats here smd. 

They say an estimated 20,000 troops and 
heavy convoys have been moved into Kan- 
dahar, Ghazni, Caidez and : Jalalabad in 
recent weeks, and that surveillance flights 
have begun criss-crossing the region. 

Afghan resistance leaders are bracing for a 
vast coordinated Soviet-Afghan effort aimed 


at reopening highways and stemming infiltra- 
tion by Mujahedeen opposition from Pakis- 
tan, diplomats say. 

They said a Soviet regiment and nearly 100 
light tanks were moved into the Nangarhar 
province capital of Jalalabad late last month 
to clean up resistance strongholds. 

A Soviet Antonov-26 troop transport 
plane was shot down by resistance positions 
near the city on March 6, killing the estimated 
25 to 55 sokhers — Afghan or Soviet — 
aboard, the diplomats said. 

The resistance has been' stepping up 
attacks on military convoys around Kandahar 


and Gfiazni, pressuring advance posts set up 
to defend tbe dries, and controlling tbe Pan- 
jwai district which oversees the Kandahar- 
Herat Highway. 

“The Russians are going to attack in a

the US. government on Tuesday released 
records showing that Barbie entered the 
United States four times in 1969-70 on an 
official Bolivian passport. 

Allan A. Ryan Jr. of the Justice Depart- 
ment assumed command of the investigation 
and said its purpose would be to “set forth the 
facts of any relationship between Barbie and 
the U.S. government from 1946 on, and as 
much as possible, release those to the 
public." 

Acknowledging that he was unaware at this 
point of any crimes that may have been com- 
mitted on which the statute of limitations has 
not yet run out, Ryan said “our purpose is not 
tied to prosecutable or criminal conduct” but 
he said he would address the need for either 
prosecution or legislation if he uncovered any 
information warranting either. 

Attorney General William French Smith 
reversed himself Monday under congres- 
sional and White House pressure and agreed 
to order the investigation. Ryan outlined the 
following questions he intended to investi- 
gate: 

— Did the U.S. Army counterintelligence 
corps have a relationship with Barbie after 
the allied victory in Europe in World War n? 

— Did U.S. officials shield Barbie from 
French authorities who wanted to try him for 
war crimes in 1949 and did they help arrange 
his flight to Bolivia from Europe in 1951? 

— Was there a relationship between the 
U.S. government and Barbie during his stay 
in Bolivia, which lasted from 1951 until his 
expulsion from that country last Feb. 6? 

— What was Barbie doing for the govern- 
ment of Bolivia during that time? 

— Was there any U.S. involvement in Bar- 
bie's four known entries under an assumed 
name into the United States? 

The department released immigration 
landing and departure records which showed 
that Barbie entered the United States under 
the name Klaus Al tmann at Miami four 
times: July 29 and July 26, 1 969, and twice on 
Jan. 21, 1970. The immigration records 
showed that he left the United States July 27, 
1969, Jan. 21, 1970, and Feb. 8, 1970. 

Ryan said he could not explain why the 
available records showed one more entry than 
departure. 

On the records Barbie acknowledged that 
be was bom in Beilin, Germany, on Oct. 25, 
1915. Two of the records indicated that he 
was planning to stay in or had visited in New 
Orleans and San Francisco. The records also 
showed that he arrived at least onoe from the 
Bahamas rather than Bolivia.

Turin officials 
quit in scandal 


ROME, March 16 (R) — The Turin 
administration offered to resign amid a 
bribery scandal, while President Sandro 
Fertini told senior magistrates in Rome to 
work as usual despite separate allegations 
of corruption. 

A city hall spokesman in Turin said the 
resignation of the city's governing coali- 
tion of Communists, Socialists and Social 
Democrats would probably be formalized 
by the full council later this week. 

Eight local officials including Socialist 
Deputy Mayor Enzo Biffi-Gentili and 
three other Socialist councilors were 
arrested last week for alleged corruption 
and the misuse of public office. Judicial 
letters warning of possible charges were 
also sent to the leaders of the city s Christ- 
ian Democrat and Communist Parties, a 
city councilor and two regional councilors 
from the Socialist Party. 

All the politicians involved have res- 
igned from their administrative posts. 
Communist Mayor Diego Novelli, 
although not personally involved, has 
been criticized for failing to root out the 
alleged corruption. 

A central figure in the Turin affair is 
Adriano Zampini, a 32-year-old 
businessman who is accused of channeling 
payments to local officials from business 
interests seeking lucrative public works 
contracts. Police investigations began 
after a local industrialist objected to pay- 
ing bribes. 

The scandal has soured relations at 
national level between the Socialists and 
Communists, and prompted charges that 
the Christian Democrats were exploiting 
it to tarnish left-wing administrations 
throughout Italy ahead of local govern- 
ment elections in the spring. 

In Rome, judicial sources said President 
Fertini asked the 32-member superior 
Magistrates' Council to continue with bus- 
iness as usual. j 


Since his May 1981 election defeat, former 
President Valery Giscaxd d’Estaing’s Union 
for French Democracy Party (UDF) and 
Chirac’s oeo-GauUist Rally for the Republic 
Party (RPR) have been vying for leadership 
of the opposition. 

Although both parties ran joint tickets in 
the vast majority of localities for the elec- 
tions, by the da/ s end the RPR laid chum to 
being senior partner by winning 40 towns of 
more than 30,000 inhabitants to only 33 for 
the UDF. 

As an added personal fillip, Chirac, himself 
a former prime minister under Giscard 
d* Estaing, won re-election as mayor of Paris 
with a dean sweep in all 20 of the capita? s 
constituencies. Tins result was a reversal of 
the last municipal poll in 1977, which ended 
in a rout of France’ s then ruling right which 
lost 61 major cities, leaving only 18 towns in 
the hands of the RPR as against 25 for then 
President GiscarcTs UDF. 

Although the center-right UDF won nine 
more towns of over 30,000 residents, the 
party lost its fief of ChateHeraut to the Social- 
ists and, despite a favorable first-round vote, 
failed to snatch Marseilles from long-time 
Mayor and Interior Minister Gaston Deferre, 
a victory which would have matched, in the 


Public eye, Chirac’s Paris coup. Chirac pre- 
sented a public image of dynamism, placing 
young candidates in a number of dries. 

Chirac, well aware of the negative image of 
the UDF, kept his distance from their main 
leaders. Already the UDF has shown some 
resentment over th e new balance within the 
opposition in the RPR's favor. 

Within the opposition many believe tr will 
be difficult to stop the Chirac bandwagon 
before the 1 986 parliamentary elections to be 
followed by the 1988 presidential election. 

Bane, long thought of as a possible alter- 
native to ffrirar, hyy for some months been 
standing above the political fray and instead 
pruned his image as a statesman in public 
meeti ngs across the country.

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 16 (Agencies) 
— BraziTs most prominent Socialist, who fled 
a military coup in 1 964 and spent the next 15 
years in exile, completed an astonishing polit- 
ical comeback Tuesday wheh he was sworn in 
as governor of Rio de Janeiro state. 

At a noisy and colorful ceremony here, 
Leonel Brizola, once the ruling generals' 
most hated and feared enemy, took charge of 
the country’s second most important political 
power base for a four-year term. Brizola, 61 , 
was one of 22 stale governors who last 
November won elections widely interpreted 
as a vital stage in the government's program 
for restoring full democracy. 

As a fiery orator and former governor of 
Rio Grande do Sul state, he was a prime 
target in the 1964 coop which ousted his left- 
leaning brother-in-law. President Joao 
Goulart He returned from exile under a gov- 
ernment amnesty in 1979, and the prospect 
of his victory in November was enough to 
send tremors through right-wing sections of 
the armed forces. 

The opposition won 10 of 22 state gover- 
norships in the elections, including most of 
the larger, industrialized states. 

Brizola' s inauguration drew a number of 
foreign luminaries, including the widow of 
the shin Chilean President Salvador Allende 
Gossen, Hortensia, and former Presidents 
Luis Echeverria of Mexico and Carlos Andre 
Perez of Venezuela. 

Also attending were representatives of 
Nicaragua’s Sandinista government and El 
Salvador's rebel Revolutionary Democratic 
Front. Felipe Gonzales' Socialist government 
in Spain also sent a representative. 

Surrounded by thousands chanting “we 
want Brizola for president of Brazil,” the 
60-year-old governor took office in Rio’s 
state legislative chambers. 

The ceremony was boycotted by military 
officials. But President Joao Figueiredo, the 
fifth former army general to lead this country 


cir yp the coup, has pledged to work with all 
the new governors. 

Also fairing office Tuesday was the opposi- 
tion governor in the nation's most populous 
and prosperous state of Sao Paulo, Andre 
Franco Montoro. Tancredo Neves, who has 
become an unofficial moderator between the 
government and leftist political forces, took 
office as opposition governor of BraziTs sec- 
ond most populous state, Minas Gerais. 

The inaugurations came as President 
Figueiredo was calling for a political “truce'’ 
between the government and the opposition, 
in view* of the nation' s economic crisis. Brazil 
is saddled with a foreign debt of almost $90 
billion, unemployment and infla tion. 

Opposition figures have been hesitant in 
accepting the truce, arguing that they want 
guarantees before agreeing to refrain from 
attacking government policies. 

Figueiredo contends that as the guarantor 
of the political redemocratization process, 
the opposition owes him res-pect and good 
faith in the current difficult times.

persons from a political rally lost its brakes on 
a hil] and plunged into a ravine, the State 
Security-Bureau said. 

The accident occurred late Sunday night 
near Missao Velha, a small town 330 miles 
inland from this coastal state capital, the 
bureau said. 

State security officer Veronica Veras said 
in a telephone interview that the flatbed track 
was packed with campaigners returning from 
a mayoral campaign ra fly In Missao Velha. 

Veras said the truck went out of control, 
-flipped over and caught fire. Twenty-two of 
the victims were buried Monday in a mass 
grave in Missao Velha, she said.

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BRITAIN’S BUDGET 


Tbe British budget announced Tuesday has a clear pre- 
election flavor about it. £1,500 million is being given away in 
tax cuts, increased welfare benefits and support for industry. 
Unlike previous budgets by tbe chancellor, Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, where the central theme was always cutting back 
public-sector borrowing requirements, the key issue this year 
is the need to encourage enterprise and improve the environ- 
ment for industry and allow it to prosper. This no doubt says 
much about Howe’s confidence that Britain is now out of the 
recession — and there certainly was more than a note of 
optimism in his speech about British economic prospects from 
now on — but on analysis, there is very little depth to tbe 
whole budget. 

To benefit most from the new measure, a Briton has to be 
earning either £3,000 a year or £30,000. The £5,000 increase 
on the limit of mortgage tax relief, bringing it up to £30,000, 
will be welcome news to some house owners, but most of 
them, however, are of the very social group that vote Conser- 
vative. Otherwise, what tbe measures give will be hardly 
noticeable at the end of tbe day. Raising tbe tax threshold 
looks good on paper but tbe extra £1.50 in the pockets of tbe 
average married man paying tbe basic rate of tax is not going 
to make much difference. He is going to take much more 
notice of the fact that cigarettes and petrol again cost more 
and — more importantly — that road tax has risen £5 to £85. | 

The chancellor is, of course, right in Ms view that real . 
economic growth is for more likely if money is left in people's 
pockets rather than being sucked into tbe state’s bureaucratic 
machinery. To pay an unemployed person £40 a week for a 
year if he starts up his own business — as is now proposed — 
makes a lot more economic sense than paying him dote money 
to do nothing or subsidizing a company to employ him 
although they have no need of him. But such a measure could 
have well been introduced at any point in the last four years. It 
has nothing to do with more money being available; it simply 
involves channeling money from one place — the dole hand- 
out — to another. Tbe only reason it did not occur earlier was 
a lack of initiative. 

If one can call it a pre-election budget (and in Westminster 
tbe talk is now of an autumn or spring '84 election), the 
chances of it having much effect are limited. Tbe Conservative 
Party is still a long way ahead in the opinion polls — 41 
percent is the latest figure — but their position is precarious. 
On that figure they ought to win next week’s by-election at 
Darlington which Labor are defending. Bat the LiberaVSDP 
Alliance have again replaced Labor in the polls as Britain’s 
Number 2 choice and they look set to win the seat. Even the 
Conservative vote there looks as soft as Labor’s, although 
there were 20,000 Conservative voters in Darlington at the 
last election. Many former or potential Conservative Darling- 
ton voters were last week saying that they would make up their 
minds after tbe budget. It is highly doubtful whether they are 
in any clearer frame of mind now that they know its contents. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe’s big problem, however, is wbat hap- 
pens to ofl. His budget figures were based on North Sea tax 
revenues staying at the same level for the next year. If, how- 
ever, tbe price war continues — and Britain has been one of 
tbe leading protagonists in the war — his figures will go 
seriously adrift. A drop to $25 a barrel would mean a loss of 
£2, 000m in revenue. To cover himself for such an eventuality, 
the chancellor has promised a further autumn mini-budget 
should the need arise. In the meantime, he is hoping his 
present efforts do tbe trick. 

In feet, they will probably do nothing at all. It is a bland, 
trivial, affair with little to excite and little to condemn.

Showdown in Zimbabwe after Joshua Nkomo’ s exit

HARARE — 

Tbe image conjured up here of Joshua Nkomo 
fleeing in drag was only a brief flash of light relief on 
Zimbabwe's somber scene last week. The cold real- 
ity was swiftly restored: his relatives w e re rounded 
up — though Ms wife has been freed — and tbe 
military sweeps to “neutralize dissidents” go on 
unabated in Matabeleland. 

Tbe ZAPU leader’s midnight exodus to Bots- 
wana has in no way softened the resolve in Harare 
to hunt down tbe outlawed ex-guerrillas once under 
his command. The soldiers methodically pursue 
their search and destroy tactics in village after vil- 
lage, an aura of fear moving ahead of them through 
tbe bush. 

The educated Matabele suffer most, especially 
teachers thought to be politically active. Tbe head- 
master of a mission school described what hap- 
pened when the Fifth Brigade arrived: “A soldier 
threatened to shoot one of the male teachers and 
told Him to fetch astick. He had to lie down and was 
thoroughly beaten. The soldiers beat up five other 
staff members including three women. One man at 
a nearby school was shot dead. Another was 
brought into the mission hospital terribly beaten." 
Such accounts as these are plentiful, although tbe 
security screen around the operations makes it 
impossible to have eyewitness confirmation. 

Nkomo has been able to put a healthy distance 
between himself and tbe 3, 000-strong Fifth 
Brigade, but the million supporters he has left 
behind in Matabeleland face tbe prospect of co- 
existing with — or rather knuckling under to — this 
daunting force for many months to come. 

Tbe furor about tbe acts of brutality undoubtedly 
committed by tbe Fifth Brigade (although tbe 


number of civilians killed is mere guesswork) only 
exasperates the more hawkish ministers in Robert 
Mugabe’s cabinet. They argue that Zimbabwe's 
African people gained power after a bloody guer- 
rilla war, followed by democratic elections. Any- 
body who wants to challenge tbe verdict of tbe polls 
w£Q be subdued by the old methods. 

Organizations such as Oxfam are castigated for 
writing — although not openly distributing — 
detailed memoranda about atrocities that have 
gone on in the villages since the end of January . 
Before Mugabe left for tbe recent nonaligned sum- 
mit meeting in New Delhi, a delegation from church 
and aid bodies based here managed to see him. but 
their “ more-in-sonow-ihan-anger" protests met a 
somewhat steely response. Tbe Matabeleland 
course of action is set. 

Techniques used by lan Smith's troops in tbe 
pre-independence war are being revived to per- 
suade people in Matabeleland that tbe cost of sup- 
porting the “dissidents” is too high. One recent 
incident is typical. Five dissidents approached an 
African businessman near Bulawayo and asked for 
money and transport. He gave it. Soon afterward, 
tbe five men came back and shot him dead. They 
were disguised members of tbe Fifth Brigade. 

But to talk of war, or civil war, in Zimbabwe, may 
be premature. Quite simply, an inevitable show- 
down is taking place. 

The roots of current troubles have been forgotten 
in the torrent of horror stories. You can go back 
almost a century, to the time when Cedi Rhodes 
sent his pioneer column up here, and found that 
regiments of Ndebele warriors were terrorizing the 
Sbona. However, there is a fearfully neocolonialist 
approach: to equate ZAPU with tbe Ndebele and 
ZANU with numerically superior Sbona, and say 


that the latier are now getting their own back. There 
may be quite a lot of truth in that but even Smith 
would scarcely dare utter ft in Harare today. 

So it is Jess contentious to move forward to July 
23. 1 9S2. when six white tourists were kidnapped 
on the road north of Bulawayo, tbe area where tbe 
Fifth Brigade is now operating. That deed was done 
by ZAPU ex-guerrillas and caused Mugabe’s gov- 
ernment a deep and lasting embarrassment. 

Tbe Fifth Brigade was sent in six weeks ago after 
some alarming experiences with other units of tbe 
60,000-strong National Army. A quarter of the 
integrated Array are ex-ZAPU fighters. The rest 
had been in tbe ZANU guerrilla brigades. When 
tbe ZAPU men reached their Matabele homeland, 
scores deserted. But the Fifth Brigade is different. It 
is almost completely Sbona and ZANU. Dr. Sydney 
Sekeranayi, minister of state for defense, has 
described ft as “totally loyal.” 

Apart from wiping out the ZAPU dissidents and 
their supporters, the Fifth Brigade is searching for 
arms known to be hidden all over the region and 
thought to include such sophisticated items as 
SAM-7 ground-to-air missiles. It is also asserted 
that about 2,500 crack ZAPU guerrillas were never 
merged into tbe National Army, and took to the 
bush. Some of these rebels undoubtedly sought 
asylum in Botswana posing as political refugees. 
But there is no sign that tbe dissidents, augmented 
by recent deserters, have been trying to stand and 
fight. 

Two leaders of tbe ZAPU guerrillas are already 
accused of treason , and their trial wiU reopen — 
amid formidable security precautions — in the 
Zimbabwe High Court on Thursday. Dumiso 
Dabengwa and lookout Masuku, former deputy 
commander of tbe National Army, are charged with 


Inferiority complex grips Irish in Britain

The Irish in Britain, who form

the country's 


largest ethnic community, are finding it harder to 
smile as St. Patricks day comes around this year. 
They believe they are unfairly made scapegoats for 
the murderous actions of extremists in Northern 
Ireland and occasion ally in Britain, and dislike tbe 
British penchant for Irish jokes that depict them as 
stupid. 

Things are not as bad as in tbe 1940s when “no 
Irish need apply" signs hung outside British fac- 
tories and flats in the wake of bombing campaigns 
tty an earlier generation of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) fighting British rule in Northern Ire- 
land. But it can still be very difficult to be Irish in 
Britain, according to Irish organizations working 
wife rite community. 

“Anyone proud to be Irish is often suspect, espe- 
cially if be expresses his pride. He is thought to 
somehow secretly favor violence,” Pat Delaney, a 
founder member of tbe Irish in Britain Representa- 
tion Group, told Reuters. “Ireland is Britain's 
nearest neighbor but the country the British know 
the least about. The image of the stereotype Irish- 
man as violent and stupid is still presented in so- 


called Irish Jokes,'' be said. 


Delaney added: “Racism is not just directed 
against the color of someone's skin. Stories which 
depend for their efforts on the assumption that the 
Irish are congenitally moronic are not jokes or 
funny but a cheap form of racism." Feeling against 
tbe Irish has increased in Britain since the IRA 
resumed its campaign of violence in Northern Ire- 
land in 1969. Since then, 366 British soldiers have 
lost their fives in the strife-torn province. 

And last year, two IRA bombs exploded in Lon- 
don's Hyde Park and Regent’s Park killing 11 sol- 


diers on ceremonial duties and injuring scores of 
civilians. A Conservative member of parliament, 
Ivor Staobrook, said at the time: “Without a sea of 
expatriate Irishman in which to swim, the IRA 
would never escape detection in Britain.” 


According to the British-based Irish National 
Council, the British perception when under pres- 
sure is that tbe half a million Irish in Britain are by 
nature nationalists and therefore Republicans and 
thus ft follows that they harbor IRA sentiments and 
even protect the organization. “This feeling is not 
always expressed, but somehow it' s latent." said tbe 
council, which believes the Northern Ireland prob- 
lem is tbe fundamental cause of tbe current poor 
state of Anglo- Irish relations. 

Tbe counaT s aim is to raise the level of debate 
and work toward tbe peaceful unification of Ire- 
land. Jim McGrath, of the Federation of Irish 
Societies, said tbe Irish felt particularly vulnerable 
since tbe introduction of tbe Prevention of Terror- 
ism Act in 1974. Tbe act. under which individuals 
can be held for seven days and excluded from Bri- 
tain, was introduced after an IRA bomb killed 21 
persons in tbe English Midlands city of Birmingham 
in 1974. 

British as well as Irish groups point out that in the 
last nine years, 5,500 persons, mainly Irish, have 
been held under the act and just 78 convicted. In 
submissions to a government review, they described 
it as anti- Irish rather than anti-terrorist. In a vote in 
parliament earlier this month to retain tbe act, tbe 
opposition Labor Party broke with more than seven 
years of cross-party consensus and voted against ft. 

Irish groups are also concerned at demands by 
some members of parliament in the ruling Conser- 
vative Party to end voting rights for the Irish. Home 
Secretary (interior minister) William Whitelaw 
rejected vociferous calls for this at a party confer- 
ence last year but said he would ret up an all-party 
committee to examine the issue. 

The committee began its study last December 
and is expected to make its report to parliament 
next month. British people in Ireland have never 
had tbe righr to vote in general elections there but 
earlier this year the Irish government promised to 
give them voting rights. 

The demands to disen fran chise tbe half- a- million 
Irish in Britain grew after Ireland refused to back 


British sanctions against Argentina during the Falk- 
lands War last year. Tbe Irish government said this 
was in keeping with its neutrality policy. 

Irish groups are also angry at the sale in some 
British shops of what they describe as anti- Irish 
material such as mugs with the handles inside. 
T-shirts with the word Irish misspelt and “Irish 
acupuncture sets’" with nails. When one group pro- 
tested to one of Britain's largest chain stores selling 
such material, it agreed to withdraw it from sale. 

Another member of the Irish in Britain Rep- 
resentation Group said: '‘These things demoralize 
the Irish and deeply affect their children. When a 
teacher recently asked who was Irish, my children 
didn't put up their bands." 

Mary Hickman, who taught in a London school 
and is now doing further study, said children of Irish 
parents were reluctant to express their Irish ness 
because they were ashamed or confused. 

“There is no real discussion of Irish history. The 
Northern Ireland violence seemed to burst out of 
tbe blue for Irish children. They were given the 
impression that the ungrateful, irrational Irish were 
just fighting again," she said. 

Joan Inglis, a teacher who spent a year examining 
tbe causes of these attitudes, lays the blame on ideas 
that have lingered since tbe days of British rule in 
Ireland, which became independent in 1920 with 
tbe exception of the six northern counties that mate 
up Northern Ireland. Writing in tbe journal Irish 
Studies in Britain , she said: “Colonial rule was built 
on tbe theory of superiority and inferiority. The 
major characteristics attributed to the Irish — 
ignorance, disharmony and propensity to violence 
— remained prominent in the British image for over 
600 years." 

But Irish groups said the Irish themselves were 
also to blame for this flawed image." We have kept 
our beads down because it isn' t popular to be Irish,” 
said Seamus Carey, of the Irish in Britain Group. 
“We should build cultural and political communica- 
tion with the British and stop being afraid to give 
our views.” (R) 


Is Vietnam trying for Indochina federation?

HANOI — 

Vietnam has forged a common foreign policy and 
dose administrative ties with its two Indochinese 
neighbors, but it denies that this policy and tbe 
presenoeaf 220,000 Vietnamese troops in Laos and 
Cambodia are a prelude to a Hanoi-led “Indochina 
federation.” 

Statements from Hanoi, echoed by its two part- 
ners, call their relationship a “militant affiants'* 
based on equality, respect for each other’s indepen- 
dence and the need to band together in tbe face of 
threats from Indochina’s northern neighbor, China. 

By contrast, non-Communist diplomats who 
monitor Indochina affaire, recently interviewed 
here and in Bangkok, believe that present Viet- 
namese policy seeks a “sphere of in terest” in 
Indochina, if not overt domination. Their opinions 
vary on the nature and extent of Hanoi's controL 
They say a key test of Vietnam’s disavowal of reg- 
ional ambition will be its readiness to compr o mise 
in the Cambodia dispute. The non-Communist 
states of Soulheast-Asia have spearheaded a 
United Nations call for withdrawal of Vietnam’s 
troops and free Cambodian elections. 

Speculation on the federation issue has resur- 
faced following last month’s summit conference of . 


leaders from Vietnam, Laos and — the 

first such meeting since Communists triumphed in 
Indochina eight years ago. 

After tbe summit, Vietnamese Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach dismissed as “imaginary” con- 
tentions that Vietnam was moving toward a federa- 
tion- T he la te President Ho Chi Minh, father of 
Communist Vietnam, envisioned such a federation. 
“Militant alliance among them is a law of develop- 
ment of the three countries’ revolutions and a fun- 
damental fedor to defeating all enemies and regain- 
ing their independence and freedom,” said a sum- 
mit statement 

Today, there are 180,000 Vietnamese troops in 
Cambodia and 40,000 in Laos, helping those gov- 
ernments battle diehard insurgencies. Hanoi 
also dispatched civilian advisers. Statements on 
foreign policy issued by the three countries are vir- 
tually ktepticaL

plotting to overthrow Mugabe's government by 
force and install Nkomo as president. Dabengwa, 
once secretary of ZAPLTs wax council, is dech- 
catedly pro-Russian.

After 
30 years in the political arena, the “father of Afri- 
can nationalism’' has never been happy to serve 
under his younger rival and one-time lieutenant. 
Nkomo is disappointed and bitter. 

Mugabe regards Nkomo as devious and vadDat- 
ing, and there are grounds for s upp ort in g that view. 
During tbe Central African Federation era, two 
decades ago, be made crucial decisions that threw 
his followers into confusion then hurriedly back- 
tracked.

Grenadians follow in Castro’ s footsteps

ST. GEORGE’S, Grenada (R) — A white 
Mercede s occupied by body Soviet diplomat 
Genadty Sazhenev has become a familiar 
sight on wet roads of this tiny Caribbean 
island. Sazhenev is the first Soviet ambas- 
sador ever to set up a diplomatic mission in 
Grenada, and his presence symbolizes the 
island’s dramatic turn to the left 

The 1 25,000 people of Grenada had rarely 
seen a Russian until four years ago when 
Mflixice Bishops leftist New Jewel Move- 
ment ousted Prime Minister Eric Gaby’s 
right-wing government. Since then the Soviet 
pres en ce on this 344- square-kilometer island 
has steadily increased. The island’s main 
source of international news is the Soviet 
T ass new s agency, whOe Cuba has become its 
principal source of aid. 

The pro-Cuban New Jewel Movements 
friendly relations with Eastern bloc countries 
have led to an almost complete severance of 
ties with the West and provoked fears in 
Washing to n that the island could be used as a 
launching pad for alleged Communist subver- 
tioo in Central America. 

President Reagan tokl East Caribbean 
leaders ' last April that their neighbor Gre- 
nada was following Cuba's example and 
would try to spread the virus of Marxism 
throughout the region. Speaking during a 
five-day torn of the Caribbean, be said his 
plan for economic development of the region, 
worth around $330 million, offered a better 
way and urged them not to let their ties with 
the United States be weakened. 

The Reagan administration believes the 
program will help strengthen the region 
against subversion . 


Grenada, a member of the nonaligned 
movement, has repeatedly denied press 
reports that the Soviet Union was construct- 
ing a naval base on the island. But there is no 
doubt that since the arrival of Bishops dis- 
tinctive left-wing regime, Moscow has 
developed a strong interest in tins spice island 
of the Caribbean.

Last year Bishop led another delegation to 
Moscow where a substantial economic and 
political agreement was signed. The Carib- 
bean prime minister said this would reduce 
the island’s dependence on the West. 

Under the agreement, the Soviet Union 
would extend $ nine million in aid to Gre- 
nada, 7.5 million of which was earmarked for 
the construction of a satellite earth station. 
The remainder would be used for technical 
assistance and development research prog- 
rams. 

Studies would be conducted on oil explora- 
tion, water conservation, irrigation, the set- 
ting up of a cement plant and the feasibility of 
building a harbor on the east coast, according 
to government officials. 

The Soviet Union also offered a gift of $ 1 .5 
million to allow Grenada to buy Soviet steel.

French move to make 
deer hunting dearer

CHANTILLY, France (R) — Just half an 
hour's drive from Paris, despite motorways 
and urban encroachment and poachers, herds 
of red deer still flourish and run wild. 

“There are six to seven hundred stags and 
does in the forests of Halatte, Chantilly and 
Ennenonvflle declared Bertrand Lefebvre, 
head of the Q umtiDy bureau of the French 
Forest AutBority^ONF) 

To reach this estimate, the ONF organized 
its annual deer census earlier this month in 
the three forests, which cover 25,000 hec- 
tares of stale and private wood. And in the 
capital’s dull winter morning .180 persons 
gathered before dawn -.in . tte-Jcpest ot.. 
Ennenonvflle to take part in the ntmL 
Most of them were finest authority officers 
and agents, but there were also representa- 
tives of the local hunt and nature lovers, all 
equipped with boots and binoculars. 

Among its purposes, the survey serves to 
determine how tbe animals wiE be killed dur- 
ing the next hunting season. 

“Three to four deer per hundred hectares 
is usually considered to be tbe right balance in 
this area,” Lefebvre told Reuters. The figure 


was confirmed by Guy Bonnet, president of 
the local wildlife defense association. 

An ONF agent said the error factor could 
be high with a survey of this kind, but be 
believed the forest authority had a pretty 
good idea of the numbers of deer. 

“The figures have to be used with caution 
when deriding how many deer are to be 
hunted,” he said. "Furthermore, they are vic- 
tims of cars. Twenty-one were killed by acci- 
dent on the roads in this sector last year, and 
those deaths have to be taken into account”. 

But he said fewer animals were lost to 
poachers than a few years ago, partly because 
Die herds were smaller now. A forest, officer 
admitted the poachers still came at night with 
fast cars and expensive rifles. 

“But large portions of the forests are now 
dosed to traffic and penalties are relatively 
high for poachers when caught red-handed," 
he said. 

Perhaps the main deterrent, he added, was 
that those convicted stood to lose the vehicles 
they came in. The car is impounded as 
instrument to the crime. And generally, the 
vehides used for poaching are not beetles.”

Sri Lanka ocean gains 
promise economic boon

COLOMBO (Depthnews) — Sri Lanka's 
national territory is now 20 times its former 
25.000 square miles, courtesy of tbe Law of 
the Sea Convention. Tbe territorial expan- 
sion is a victory for Sri Lankan diplomacy and 
economic foresight. It is the result of many 
years of patient and painstaking work in the 
session rooms and corridors of the United 
Nations conference on the Law of the Sea. 

Signing of the Law at Montego Bay last 
Dec. 10 meant for Sri Lanka tbe gaining of 
sovereignty over 300,000 square miles of 
seabed territory. The area covers the coun- 
try’s continental shelf and excludes tbe 
already internationally recognized 200-mile 
exclusive economic zone (EEZ). 

Tbe additional territory is a geological gold 
mine. Its food, fuel and mineral potentials 
could be the key to the country's economic 
prosperity in the years ahead if properly 
exploited. Most promising part of the area is 
in the south of Sri Lanka. 

No immediate exploitation of the riches to 
be found in tbe extended seabed is expected. 
The constraints include the financial, lack of 
technology and expertise and the other 
imperatives to sustained and profitable 
exploitation. For tbe present, tbe govern- 
ment is content to look at the territorial gain 
on a judicial basis. 

The Law of tbe Sea could have gone tbe 
other way in Sri Lanka's case, meaning tbe 
loss of 60 percent of its seabed territory. 
Under the pre-1978 proposals placed before 
the U.N. conference, such a possibility was a 
very distinct one, according to Foreign Minis- 
ter A.C.S. Hameed. 

Those proposals caused tbe Sri Lankan 
delegation to tbe conference to revise its 
stand and press special claims. Hameed recal- 
led that in the 1960s, there was much con- 
troversy at the U.N. conference, over the 
sovereignty of nations regarding tbe conti- 
nental sbelf. The proposal that bggered 
heated debate imposed a cutoff point where 
seabed claims were to end, giving way to a 
concept called tbe “common heritage of 
mankind.” 

Many coastal states at that time were satis- 
fied with an exclusive economic zone of 200 
miles. An equal number, however, saw in 
such a limit tbe loss of much of their respec- 
tive seabeds. 

During tbe 1970's, geologists working with 
theUJM. conference came up with the “Irish 
Formula” winch postulated that on tbe conti- 
nental shelf, at a point where sedimentation 
and seabed formations were one kilometers 
thick, would be the maximum exploitative 
margin. 

This form of measuring came up to 300 to 
350 miles and coincided with tbe claims of the 
Atlantic and Pacific coastal nations. But 
when applied to the Bay of Bengal, the for- 


mula failed to show tbe same results. Under 
such a measurement, Sri Lanka would have 
lost much potentially rich territory. 

Led by Foreign Minister Hameed, tbe Sri 
Lankan delegation mounted a drive at the 
U.N. conference. It sought to have Sri 
Lanka's claims treated as an exception to the 
general principles governing tbe Law of the 
Sea Treaty. In 1981, the conference adopted 
a “special statement of understanding” which 
recognized Sri Lanka's claims. 

Aside from Sri Lanka, various countries, 
particularly those in South America, made 
their own unilateral claims to the continental 
shelf and its margins. This led tbe conference 
to make a definition of tbe continental sbelf. 
Under the concept, a state has jurisdiction 
over tbe natural prolongation of its territory 
under the sea including rises and slopes. 

The. conference also formulated its EEZ 
doctrine which permits the coastal states to 
exclusively exploit the living, non-living and 
neutral resources of tbe seabed and adjacent 
waters. 

Expansion of its ocean territory will add 
greatly to Sri Lanka's fishery resources. It will 
also eventually lead to efficient management 
of its fishing grounds and other marine areas, 
according to government authorities. They 
add that tbe country can now more effectively 
prevent overfishing, poaching on part of fore- 
ign fishing fleets, control pollution, and carry 
out research for tbe further development of 
its marine technology. 

Sri Lanka has already set up a National 
Aquatic Research Authority which is to 
undertake programs for the exploitation and 
protection of marine resources. The still 
untapped seabed is believed to contain vari- 
ous minerals such as gold, platinum, magne- 
tite, flmenite, zircon, rutile, titanite, cassiter- 
he, monazie, calcium carbonate, barium sul- 
phate, diamonds, phosphorite, potash, etc. 

The state-owned Petroleum Corp. is 
already exploring for oiL It has divided tbe 
EEZ into 15 blocks and entered into 
production-sharing contracts (on percentage 
basis) with several multinational oil explora- 
tion companies. 

India is being treated as a special case doe 
to its proximity to Sri Lanka and the possibil- 
ity of overlapping continental shelves. Tbe 
government policy is joint ventures as 
denoted by the accord with New Delhi s 03 
and Natural Gas Commission which 
exchanges data and coordinate closely with 
Petroleum Corp. on o3 exploration in the 
Palk Straits. 

The U.N. Law of the Sea Convention has 
special meaning for Sri Lanka. Tbe confer- 
ence was headed for many years by Shirley 
Amerasingbe, the orbaiie Sir Lankan inter- 
national civil servant, who guided its complex 
negotiations with consummate finesse. He 
died before tbe conference could come to its 
conclusion.

ILO shows ways for aging 
to confront work prejudice

.GENEVA (LOS) — Aging and disabled 
workers in Western Europe and North 
America- are learning to keep their jobs with 
tbe help of governmental counseling services 
intended to help them develop or adapt their 
skirls to the chang in g needs of the shrinking 
employment market. The biggest challenge 
they face, concludes an authoritative special- 
ist report, is prejudice at the workplace. 

An estimated 500 million persons are dis- 
abled. About the same number are healthy 
and aging employees to whom disabilities are 
often attributed through ignorance. Tbe 
mounting threat to their livelihood posed by 
tbe rapid restructuring of tbe recession- 
bound world economy is examined by a study 
issued fay tbe United Nations International 
Labor Organization (ILO) in Geneva. 

The study shows that there are ways to 
confront prejudice in industry. A trend to 
protect tbe interests of the most exposed 
groups from tbe effects of relentless tech- 
nological change began in Japan in tbe 1 960s. 
Some aspects of it are now being adapted in 
the West under pressure from the economic 
recession. 

The education, training and knowledge of 
older workers are being made obsolete by 
technological changes and the transforma- 
tion of jobs and methods of work, says tbe 
report. They tend to resist forces encouraging 
geographical or professional mobility. And, 
“in an increasingly tight employment market, 
they find themselves up against a particularly 
virulent obstacle: discrimination.” 

Once they lose their jobs, they find it 
increasingly difficult to obtain fresh employ- 
ment. The ILO quotes a recent study in the 
Netherlands showing that more than half of 
the unemployed workers over 55 years of age 
had been kfle for more than a year — while 
only 10 percent of the young unemployed 
had been out of work for such a length of 
time. Unemployment among tbe aging is 
often hidden from statistical analysis through 
“early retirement” as offered in countries 
Kke Belgium and France or because they 


decide to give up looking for work, as often 
happens in North America. 

As workers grow older, prejudice has it 
that they become less productive, less adapt- 
able and more prone to accidents and absen- 
teeism. This conflicts with objective medical 
and industrial research which shows that the 
effect of aging are far from uniform and can- 
not be generalized. Arduous work, assembly 
line jobs and tasks demanding a hig h degree 
of dexterity may nevertheless prove more dif- 
ficult for older workers. But they have shown 
a relative superiority in efficiency over their 
younger colleagues when jobs have been 
adapted to their needs, the ILO says. And 
other studies show that both accident and 
absenteeism rates are generally lower for 
older workers. 

During tbe past two decades, several 
Japanese industries have operated training 
and retraining programs for tbeir aging and 
disabled workers in an attempt to minimize 
the human price of tbeir industrial success. 
The Japanese government ruled in 1976 that 
older workers must comprise at least 6 per- 
cent of full-time staff of a company. The 
administration provides financial incentives 
to industrial concerns employing workers 
aged over 55 years. Unemployed older work- 
ers in Japan receive up to 80 percent of their 
previous salaries. 

Efforts in tbe West are directed mainly at 
helping workers exposed through age or dis- 
abilities to confront industrial prejudice 
through their performance. West Germany 
finances further training in a worker’s own 
field as well as retraining course. Many older 
Finnish workers follow training programs 
and three quarters of them regularly improve 
tbeir employment status. 

Other countries offering training courses 
for workers include Canada, France, Holland 
and tbe United States. New Zealand provides 
training programs specifically frn* older 
workers.

Mexico, Venezuela 
face fiscal problems 


MEXICO CITY, March 16 (R) — Mexico 
and Venezuela, both already deeply inde- 
bted, face severe budgetary problems as a 
result of lower 03 prices, oQ and banldng 
sources said Tuesday. 

Venezuela, the third largest exporter 
among the 13 members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
cut its posted price by $5 to $29 a barrel in 
line with Monday’s London agreement. 


C. America aid 
suspension urged 


CARACAS. March 16 (AP) — A state 
organization which channels Venezuelan 
aid to Central American and Caribbean 
countries has asked the government to 
temporarily freeze such aid following 
OPEC s decision to reduce oil prices. 

The aid suspension recommendation 
was made alter a meeting Monday of offi- 
cials of the Venezuelan Investment Fund 
and leading government ministers. That 
move came after the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries agreed in 
London to cut its benchmark price from 
S34 a bane! to S29. 

Under an agreement signed by Ven- 
ezuela and Mexico in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, Central American and Caribbean 
countries are granted special credits with 
their oil purchases to finance energy 
development programs.

. will lose because of the move by OPEC ) 


Mexico, not an OPEC member, found 
itself undercut for the first time in a year and 
was forced to follow suit with an average 
$2.75 a barrel drop, erasing nearly a 3 the 
$1.5 billion it had hoped to save this year 
from the worldwide drop in interest rates. 

Sources in Caracas said Venezuela would 
lose between $3 and $3.5 billion in revenue 
this year, and they predicted government 
austerity measures and the first trade deficit 
since 1978. 

They said an economic stabilization plan 
expected to be announced shortly would con- 
tain spending cuts and proposals to 
reschedule around $10 billion in short term 
foreign debt. 

Bat Venezuelan politicians generally 
accepted the drop in its production quota to 
1 .7 million barrels per day against two million 
previously, stressing the importance of 
OPEC unity. 

Western diplomats, bankers and econom- 
ists agreed that the most immediate effect on 
Mexico's economy would be to prolong the 
dollar scarcity which is starving private indus- 
try of the means to import essential raw mat- 
erials. 

Before the price cut, the Finance Ministry 
had estimated this year’s oQ income at $15 
billion about three-quarters of total export 
revenue, and interest payments on the $80 
billion foreign debt at some $12 billion. 

With the government giving priority to 
debt servicing and food imports, many pri- 
vate factories were already running at barely 
half capacity due to the shortage of raw mat- 
erials. 

But despite the strain on its economy, Mex- 
ico has agreed to consult closely with OPEC 
over oil policy.

Soviets promote 
gold nugget sale 


ZURICH, March 16 (R) — The Soviet 
Union has begun a drive to sell gold nug- 
gets direct to the public in an apparent 
move to raise foreign exchange in the 
West. 

The windows of the Soviet Union's 
Wozchod Bank m Zurich were Tuesday 
full of dull lumps of gold described as 
“masterpieces of fickle nature released 
from the dark womb of the earth.” 

In London, the Bank for Foreign Trade 
of the USSR took advertisements in the 
Financial Times reminding investors and 
collectors of the “ rarity, beauty and dura- 
bility’' of Russian gold nuggets. The 
advertisement said the bank was also 
offering gold leaf for sale. 

The nuggets are being sold at the cur- 
rent market price — at present around 30 
Swiss francs ($14.5) per gram — plus a 
supplement of 50 to 100 percent for their 
beauty and rarity as colectors’ items, a 
spokeswoman in Zurich said. This makes 
a top price of around 2,000 francs ($975), 
with smaller chunks costing considerably 
less. They are in their raw state, “refined 
in the glow of magma” according to the 
'.bank’s advertisments.

Non -OPEC producers can call the shots

LONDON, March 16 (AP) — The oil ministers of OPEC argued, 
: as one put it, “until our tongues became heavy as lead,” before 
agreeing to cut their basic oil price by 15 pe r ce nt — the first such cut 
in OPEC history. 

Yet it may be Britain and other oil-exporting nations outside the 
OPEC cartel that determine whether world afl prices fall further. 
Already, the Soviet Union, the world's biggest 03 producer, has 
raised a possible threat to the new OPEC price level of $29 a barreL 

The Soviets, eager to bold European customers in a sh rinking ofl 
market, cut the price of their crude by $1.25, to $28 a barrel, ofl 
industry sources in Rome said Tuesday. The Soviet Union exports 
about 1 million barrels of ofl a day to Western Europe, with an 
additional 2 million a day going to Communist nations. 

The mam spotlight, however, has turned to Britain. Its proposed 
pries* cut of $3 a barrel last month was the main reason the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries held an emergency meeting in 
London to devise a strategy for stabilizing prices. 

OPEC decided Monday, after 12 straight days of haggling, to 
reduce its prices $5 a barrel and to limit the oil production of each of 
the 13 members.

The proposal must also be approved by the 
Senate Banking Committee before going to 
the frill Senate for a vote. 

Finance ministers of the 146 member 
nations of the IMF voted last month to 
increase their contributions by $66.8 billion, 
to a total of $198.5 billion for loans to Third 
World conn tries. 

The U.S. share of this was $5.8 billion. 


FRANKFURT, March 1 6 (R) — Iraq, hit 
both tty the cost of its war with Iran and 
falling ofl revenues, bag told West Germany it 
will be unable to pay an the money due this 
year and next on West German industrial pro- 
jects, an Economics Minis try spokesman in 
Bonn said Tuesday. 

The announcement came as the West 
German Engineering Industry Association 
(VDMA) told a press conference in Frank- 
furt that Iraq has made no foreign currency 
payments since last November on about 2.4 
trillion marks ($1 trillion) worth of industrial 
projects being built by West German firms. 

The VDMA spokesman said Iraq’s dif- 
ficulties could lead to financial problems 
for some West German industrial plant and 


construction firms with heavy involvement in 
Iraq. He gave no details. 

Iraq recently tapped the international capi- 
tal markets for a $500 million commercial 
loan an d last month sought new credits from 
both France and the united States. 

Volker Hahn, head of the German 
Economics Ministry's foreign trade division, 
said the reason for Iraq's inability to meet all 
payments was a fall in revenues from oil due 
to lower world prices and reduced production 
because of the Gulf war. 

The 30-month-old conflict has forced the 
closure of Iraq’s Gulf terminals and, with 
Syria refusing to allow Iraqi ofl across its ter- 
ritory, the country has only one pipeline 
across Turkey in operation.

LONDON, March 16 (AP) — The Inter- 
national Sugar Organization was beaded fora 
three-way split over export levels Tuesday as 
delegates sought to negotiate a new world 
sugar pact that includes the European 
Economic Community. 

At the center of the dispute was an EEC 
proposal to divide the workfs free sugar 
market into three tiers. The Common Market 
is proposing that the 10 largest sugar produc- 
ers be exempt from export quotas but obliged 
to stock sugar when prices fall bdow agreed 
levels. Zt wants middle-level producers sub- 
ject to export quotas and limited stocking.

The proposal has divided EEC from sugar 
producers, but producers are also divided 
among themselves. The third preliminary 
round of talks began at ISO headquarters 
here Monday and were spent in long state- 
ments from both producers and consumers.

Caribbean states 
may sign pact 
on contamination 

BOGOTA. Colombia, March 16 (AP) — 
Representatives from 27 countries bordering 
the Caribbean are being asked to sign a treaty 
March 24 to fight further contamination of 
that sea. 

The treaty is being prepared now by tech- 
nical experts from the 27 countries gathered 
in the Colombian Caribbean port city of Car- 
tagena. The United Nations organized the 
conference, to be in Cartagena. 

The countries include the United States, 
Cuba, Mexico, Colombia Venezuela and 
other countries with Caribbean shores. The 
treaty would have the 27 countries notify sig- 
natories when a contamination problem 
arises and to help each other in cleanup oper- 
ations. 

The site of the conference. Cartagena, 
encompasses one of the Caribbean’s serious 
problems — mercury poisoning. In 1 976, the 
Cartagena Environmental Protection Com- 
mittee, private group of environmentalists, 
found that a government plant was discharg- 
ing mercury into the bay.

MOSCOW, March 16 (AP) — Leaders of 
the Soviet parliament have urged govern- 
ment agencies to tighten worker discipline, 
build more housing and meet industrial con- 
struction goals, Tass reported. 

The 38-member presidium of tbe Supreme 
Soviet, executive committee of the national 
parliament, met Tuesday to discuss various 
“questions of public life” and make recom- 
mendations for solutions,, the official news 
agency said. “The presidium passed a deci- 
sion making it incumbent upon the ministries 
and departments of tbe USSR to ensure 
implementation of proposals from the per- 
manent commissions and deputies” of the 
1, 500-member Supreme Soviet, Tass said. 

First Deputy Premier Geidar Aliev, a 
member of the Communist Party’s ruling 
Politburo, reviewed the Supreme Soviet’s 
proposals for meeting targets for 1 983 . “Spe- 
cial attention was paid to solving tbe key 
problems of economic and social polity of the 
party: intensification of public production, 
complex development of the peoples' 
economy, increasing efficiency of capital 
investments, improvement of transport, 
strengthening order and discipline and. 
improvement of style and methods of man- 
agement.” 

The presidium said “a number of ministries 
and organizations were slow in introducing 
proposals and comments of permanent 
commissions and deputies,” Tass reported. 

Government council (Soviets) in the 
Ukraine were singled out for “feeble sup- 
port” of parliamentary directives and failing 
to “strengthen discipline and organization in 
all links of production and management” 

Communist Party chief Yuri V. Andropov 
has led a crackdown on lazy workers and 
inefficient managers in a drive to boost indus- 
trial output since taking over from the late 
Leonid I. Brezhnev last Nov. 12. The pres- 
idium adopted a decree to speed up construc- 
tion of public housing and co mmunal build- 
ings for tbe 1983 portion of the current five- 
year plan, with “special attention to building 
in rural areas primarily on tbe non-black sob 
zone of the Russian Republic, regions of 
Siberia and the Far East” Tass said. 

Local agencies were ordered to f ulfill their 
construction targets for new industrial enter- 
prises and reconstruction of existing plants.

Dollar rallies as gold drops 


LONDON, March 16 (AP) — Tbe U.S. 
dollar rallied marginally in early European 
trading on Wednesday as rumors of an early 
realignment of currencies within tbe Euro- 
pean Monetary System hit the Belgian and 
French francs. Gold fell sharply. 

Foreign exchange dealers said the Italian 
lira, Danish krone and Irish pound were 
also in difficulty as the powerful West Ger- 
man mark began its seemingly inexorable 
rise. The weakness of the five currencies in 
tbe Common Market’s money system 
helped the dollar, which only eased in rela- 
tion to the Canadian dollar. 

The dollar rose marginally in quiet trad- 
ing in Tokyo where business ends before it 
begins in Europe. It moved up from 236.85 
yen Tuesday to 23730. But later in Europe, 
tbe dollar eased to 237.125 yen. 

Tbe British pound declined in relation to 
the dollar after gaming half a cent on Tues- 
day. The pound was quoted in early trading 
at $1.5095. down from $1 .5130 late Tues- 
day.

Swiss parliament rejects 
petition on bank secrecy 


BERNE, March 1 6 (R) — The Swiss lower 
house of parliament Tuesday voted against a 
Socialist Party petition which would drasti- 
cally reduce secrecy in the Swiss banking sys- 
tem. 

The proposed change to tbe constitution 
was rejected by 1 05 votes to 50. But the final 
decision wifi be taken by voters in a referen- 
dum expected to take place next year. The 
petition would oblige banks to give informa- 
tion in cases of suspected tax evasion, both at 
home and abroad. It would also force them to 
supply details about clients being investi- 
gated in other countries for offenses such as 
illegal flight of capital. 


The government, including Socialist 
Finance Minister Willi Ritschard, opposes 
tbe petition. It published a draft of a new 
banking law last year which would also ease 
banking secrecy, but only in relatively minor 
ways. 

The petition was launched in 1977 when 
Credit Suisse, a major Swiss bank, suffered 
large losses due to illicit dealings carried out 
secretly for 16 years by the head of its branch 
at Chiasso on the bonder with Italy. It has 
been strongly resisted by Swiss banks on the 
grounds that it would result in a massive loss 
of business to banks abroad. 


British royal payments hiked 


LONDON, March 16 (AP) — Queen 
Elizabeth I) and her family Tuesday received 
a 4.7 percent increase in their allowance from 
the British government — known as tbe Civil 
List — to offset their expenses in carrying out 
royal duties. 

“This is modest and well within the gov- 
ernment' s guidelines and will permit staff pay 
increases of 3_5 percent" a Buckingham 
Palace spokesman said. The net Civil List 
payment for financial year 1983-84 to tbe 
queen and seven members of her family rises 
to $6.86 million up $310,000 from last year 1 s 
$6.55 mfllion, the palace announced. That’s 
an increase of 4.7 percent, compared with an 
8.1 percent hike last year. Britain's annual 
rate of inflation is 4.9 percent. 

Tbe actual Civil List total is $73 billion, 
but the queen refunds amounts allocated for 
three other members of her family: her 
cousins the Duke of Kent, the Duke of 
Gloucester and Princess Alexandra. 


Civil List payments are announced on the 
day tbe chancellor of the exchequer delivers 
his annual tax-and-spending budget to parli- 
ament. 

Tbe allowances, not considered salaries, 
were first paid by parliament to King George 
m in 1760 in return for tbe surrender of 
crown land. The queen gets separate sums for 
tbe maintenance of Buckingham Palace and 
Windsor Castle. 

The palace said the small increase was 
possible because of royal cost-cutting. Thirty 
jobs have been trimmed through voluntary 
retirement and hiring restrictions, making a 
leaner palace staff of 300, ranging from 
footmen to private secretaries. The queen 
herself gets $5-64 million, two-thirdsof which 
goes on salaries for her staff. The grant to 
Elizabeth, the queen mother, 82, goes up to 
$488,680. 

Princess Maragret, the queen's divorced 
sister, gets $165,224.

Indians brave rough weather 

PORT-OFSPAIN, Trinidad, March 16 
(AP) — India was making a brave fight to 
avoid their second successive defeat in the 
five-match series against the West Indies at 
the end of the fourth day of the second cricket 
Test Tuesday. 

Trailing by a daunting 219 on first innings, 

India batted resolutely after a succession of 
alarms and near escapes early in their innings 
to be 169 for two wickets at dose — 50 
behind with eight wickets standing with one 
more day remaining. 

Two resolute innings provided the back- 
bone of India's fight. Mohinder Amam ath. 
who has been their best batsman so far in the 
series, came in after experienced opener 
Sunil Gavaskar was out for a nerve- 
shattering 32 and remained undefeated at the 
end of play with 54 — his second half century 
of the match. 

Gavaskar’s partner, the bespectacled 
Anshuman Gaekwad, defied the West Indies 
bowling for tbe second-wicket. He fell to a 
limp stroke to off-spinner Larry Gomes when 
he had made 35 and, in the final hour, Dilip 
Vengsarkar held steady with Amamath. 

The West Indies extended their already 
sizeable advantage in the first 90 minutes of 
the day in which they moved from 335 for 
seven to 394 all out. 

Indian captain Kapil Dev bowled Andy 
Roberts with his second ball when only five 
runs had been added, the 24-year-old fast 


bowler’s 200th wicket in bis 50th Test, a 
landmark only reached previously by two 
Indian bowlers, spinners Bishen Bedi and 
Bhagwar Chandrasekhar. 

Malcolm Marshall went six runs later but 
the last pair, Michael Holding and Garner, 
added a further 48 to extend the West Indies 
lead. Kapil finished with three for 92, India’s 
best figures. A lot seemed to depend on

Assume you’re declarer at 
four hearts and West leads the 
spade queen through 
dummy’s king. You ruff die 
third round of spades and the 
only question is how to handle 
the trixmp suit. 

Let's say .you lead the 
queen, which gets covered by 
the king and ace. When you 
now play another trump bad; 
to your jack. West unfor- 
tunately shows out and you go 
down one. 


It is easy to prove, if you 
played the hand this way, that 
you mishandled the trumps. 
The correct play at trick four 
is a low heart, not the queen. 
As it happens, your low heart 
play catches West’s king and 
you make the contract, but 
that is only one of the reasons 
you should lead low to the ace 
at trick four. 

In choosing whether to play 
the four or the queen, you 
should first consider the 
various ways tbe East-West 
trumps may be divided. If 
they are split 3-2, it makes no 
difference whether you lead 
the queen or the four. You lose 
one trump trick either way 
and make the contract. 

If you assume a 4-1 frump 
division, which is the case you 
should really worry about, it is 
clear that leading low to the 
ace is tbe better play. Why? 
Because leading tbe queen 
guarantees losing two trump 
tricks regardless of which op- 
ponent has tbe king ! 

The four of hearts play to 
the ace wins whenever either 
defender has the singleton 
king and also in most cases 
where East has four hearts 
headed by the king. It is true 
that if West has four trumps 
headed by the king you go 
down if you lead low, but you’d 
suffer exactly the same fete If 
you started out by leading the 
queen.

Thai Army denied 


role in government 


BANGKOK, March 16 (R) — In an unex 
pected show of independence Wednesday, 
Thailand's parliament rejected moves to 
change the constitution to give the armed 
forces a permanent legal role in running the 


country. 

The vote by a joint session of the appointed 
Senate, upper house, and the elected House 
of Representatives was seen as a major 
humiliation for Army Chief Gen. Arthit 
Kamiang-Ek, who had campaigned person- 
ally for the change, arguing it would give 
Thailand more democracy and stability. 

The amendment failed by 10 voters to get a 
simple 264 majority and political analysts 
said the vote reflected divisions within the 
armed forces. They also said several political 
parties which had helped the constitutional 
amendment get through its first and second 
readings in parliament last month had had a 
change of heart. 

Gen. Arthit’ s army colleagues had hinted 
at possible military intervention if the change 
was rejected, saying troops might have to 
“exercise" if uncertainty followed the vote. 
But after the poll, the supreme commander of 
the Thai armed forces, Gen. Saiyud Kerd- 
phol, who had declared himself neutral, told 
reporters parliament had reflected the peo- 
ple's wishes and the armed forces would 
accept this. 

“I do not anticipate any trouble and it is 
unlikely that there win be any coup," Gen. 
Saiyud told reporters. 

Members of parliament hailed the result as 
a successful attempt to block a future dic- 
tatorship. Several thousand people outside 
the parliament building cheered and sang the 
national anthem when the result was 
announced. 

Pope denounces 
foreign meddling 

VATICAN CITY, March 16 (R) — Pope 
John Paid on Wednesday sharply criticized 
foreign intervention in the Salvadoran Crvfl 
War and repeated his call for a peaceful end 
to social injustices in Central America. 

Speaking at his first general audience since 
his return last Thursday from a nine-day tour 
of the region, the pontiff also renewed his 
attack on attempts to superimpose political 
objectives on the Catholic church. 

Clearly affected by the mass poverty and 
elite wealth that he witnessed in the eight- 
nation journey through one of the world’s 
most troubled regions, the pope demanded 
an end to inequality and denounced foreign 
meddling. 

Central America's outdated social and 
economic systems “are unjust and must be 
changed by adequate reforms, observing the 
principles of social democracy," the pope 
said. Failure to promote social justice was the 
- cause of guerrilla warfare which had killed 
thousands of victims in El Salvador alone, he 
said. 


A major factor that influenced the vote was 
the publication Tuesday of the draft of a 
document apparently setting out a dictatorial 
government structure based on a Communist 
model. The draft was revealed by former 
Prime Minister Kukri t Framoj, a leading 


opponent of the army move. 

The constitutional amendment would have 


extended for another four years the right of 
the appointed Senate, most of whose mem 
bers are soldiers, to influence major legisla- 
tion. It would also have allowed members of 


the armed forces and civil servants to hold 


government office, a move which members of 
parliament said would allow generals to 
become prime ministers without a coup. 


Fugitive tag 


by Britons 


hurts Nkomo 


LONDON, March 16 (Agencies) — Zim- 
babwe opposition leader Joshua Nkomo, 
who fled to Britain last weekend, was quoted 
Wednesday as saying be felt insulted at being 
called a “fugitive" by officials of Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe's government. 

“I'm not a criminal, so why call me a fugi- 
tive? It' s a terrible insult after all Tve done for 


my country Nkomo, 65, was quoted as saying 
hi an interview with the London Dotty Mail. 

“I'm not running away. There was a threat 
to my life which no one can dispute... All rm 
trying to do is not join my ancestral spirits j ust 
yet. I want to work for my people in the 
flesh.” 

The newspaper said it interviewed Nkomo 
at a hotel near London's Heathrow Airport 
where the burly African leader has stayed 
since he arrived last Sunday, saying he feared 
for his life at home. 

Nkomo, whose Zimbabwe African Peo- 
ple’s Union draws support from the minority 
Ndebele tribe, was given a seven-day entry 
permit. He has said be wants to return to 
Zimbabwe, but needs a face-to-face safety 
guarantee from a top Zimbabwe envoy. 

Nkomo has alleged widespread brutality 
and killings of chriflans by government troops 
in sweeps through his southern stronghold, 
the Matabeleland province. 

Nkomo denied in the Mad interview that 
be was in hiding in London, but said; “ I have 
things to do and need peace and quiet to do 
them." 

In Paris, the Association of African Jurists 
(AJAF) said Wednesday it will send a delega- 
tion to Zimbabwe to study the accusations of 
brutality fry the Zimbabwean Army in 
Matabeleland. 

AJAF said it also hoped to provide interna- 
tional public opinion with details of charges 
brought against “certain people who have 
been detained or arrested recently," includ- 
ing family members of Joshua Nkomo.

Suharto announces cabinet 


JAKARTA, March 16 (AFP) — Six days 
after his re-election, Indonesian President 
Suharto on Wednesday announced a new 
revamped government in which the military 
maintains its leading role. The armed forces 
bold 15 senior cabinet posts in the 35- 
meraber cabinet, which includes 13 new 
faces. 

Former Army Chief of Staff Gen. Poniman 
takes over the Defense Ministry from Gen. 
Muhammad Yusuf, the country's No. 2 
strongman, who is temporarily appointed 
head of the State Audit Board. Gen. Yusuf 
succeeds Gen. Umar Wirahadikusumah, the 
new vice president. 


Dr. Mochtar Kusumaatmadja retains the 
foreign affairs portfolio while Lt.-Gen. 
Supardjo Roe stain becomes home minister 
and Dr. Ali Wardhanap the outgoing finance 
minister, becomes coordinator minister for 
energy, finance and industry. 

In a major structural change, the posts of 
defense minister and commander in chief of 
the armed forces, which have been combined 
for the past 26 years, were separated in line 
with a defense b£Q recently passed by parlia- 
ment The armed forces command, until now 
held by Gen. Yusuf goes to Lt. Gen. Benny 
Murdani, formerly deputy head of the secret 
services (Bakin). 


S. Africans search two journalists 


JOHANNESBURG, March 16 (AP) — A 
South African newsman was freed on 500 
rand ($480) bail Wednesday after security 
police accused him of “defeating the ends of 
justice." 

Bernard Simon, who reports for The 
Economist and The Financial Times of Lon- 
don and is a pan-time correspondent for the 
AP-Dow Jones news service, was ordered to 
appear again in the regional court on March 
25 after further investigation. The prosecutor 
must decide whether to bring formal charges 
based on the police allegations. 

Simon was questioned and detained by 
security police during a search of the nearby 
office of Allister Sparks, correspondent for 
The Washington Post and the London 


Observer. Police seized three tapes during an 
early morning search of Sparks' borne and 
confiscated clippings, telex messages to the 
Pom, a typewriter and two pairs of scissors 
from Sparks' office. 

Sparks said police were seeking notes on 
stories be had written about black nationalist 
Winnie Mandela, who is banned and may not 
be quoted. Foreign correspondents periodi- 
cally quote banned people in overseas publi- 
cations. 

Police spent four hours in Sparks’ office, 
and began questioning Simon simultane- 
ously. Sparks said polio: took a number of 
documents and left without indicating 
whether be might be charged. 


Angolan rebels capture foreigners 


LUANDA, March 16 (AFP) — Angolan 
authorities Wednesday confirmed that the 
anti-government Union for the Total Inde- . 
pendence of Angola (UNITA) captured 64 
Czechoslovaks, including women and chil- 
dren, dining an attack Saturday on a paper 
factory in southwestern Angola. 

A statement released by the official news 
agency AN GOP said that “armed bands" of 
the South African- backed movement partly 
destroyed the factory in Alto Catibela, in the 
Benguela region. Czechoslovak experts have 
been involved in the construction of the 
paper factory since last year. 

On Monday UNITA claimed to have cap- 
tured the Czechoslovaks and 20 Portuguese 
technicians during Saturday’s operation, and 
offered to exchange some of the Czechos- 
lovaks for seven British mercenaries serving 


prison sentences in Angola since 1976. 

The news agency said that the operation 
could only have been carried out “with the 
complicity and backing of Western countries 
to South Africa,” which served as a rear base 
for Angolan “bandits and traitors.'’ 

In an unrelated development, three Span- 
ish nuns captured m Mozambique last month 
by the anti-government Mozambique 
National Resistance Movement (MNR) were 
released Tuesday near the Malawi border, an 
MNR spokesman said in Lisbon Wednesday. 

The spokesman, Evo Fernandes, said that 
the nuns' morale and physical condition were 
good, and they had been set free in Zambezia 
province in Mozambique, about 30 kilomet- 
ers from Mongue village. Fernandes said the 
aims, who are qualified nurses, helped to care 
for the local population during their captivity. 
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which is intimately donee rued with the 
security of Sudan. 

. The U.S. suggested a classic counterintel- 
ligence operation to its partners — that they 
use the embryo conspiracy to set a trap for 
Qaddafi, letting him believe his supporters in 
Sudan were more numerous and powerful 
than they were and so luring out his air force 
to their aid in order to destroy it The Nmutz 
with its formidable fire power moved covertly 
into position. 

The Sudanese were only too happy to go 
along with the American suggestion. They 
face the prospect of reduced U.S. military 
assistance this year and may be using the 
Libyan bogeyman to persuade Congress to be 
more generous. 

But Egypt, which is seeking re acceptance 
in the Arab and nonaligned worlds, wanted 
nothing to do with this counterconspiracy. 
The Egyptian view is that it can well handle, 
without assistance, anything Qaddafi dares 
throw at it, and that a U.S. punitive dash with 
Libya would today cause Arab moderates 
nothing but embarrassment. 

Inevitably in Washington there were 
inter-departmental wrangles about the wis- 
dom of ambushing Qaddafi. A faction 


opposed to the plan '(but from which arm of 
the U.S. government the Arab sources are 
not sure) leaked news of the air and naval 
movements to the press and the cat was out of 
the bag. 

The president was caught unaware state- 
ments and co unterstate meets abounded to 
general confusion, and Qaddafi prudently 
ignored the bait offered him. The AWACS 
flew home and the Nimitz returned to its sta- 
tion off the Lebanese coast. 

Last week, the Sudanese authorities 
announced the arrest of 56 persons they said 
had confessed to having been recruited by 
Libya for the Feb. 18 plot. But Arab sources 
report that the handful of conspirators whose 
communications had been intercepted were 
disposed of in mid-February, and that the 
new arrests were in fact entirely unconnected 
with that affair. 

They appear to have been made amply to 
keep the anti-Libyan pot boiling, and could 
be designed as a curtain-raiser for a proposed 
“people’s trial" of Qaddafi in Khartoum, an 
idea which has been floated by the Libyan 
exiles in the “ National Front for the Salvation 
of Libva”. 


Scottish letter bomb 
to Thatcher intercepted 


LONDON, March 16 (AP) — Post office 
workers intercepted a letter bomb addressed 
to Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher on 
Wednesday, a day after similar devices were 
sent to her and to a U.S. Navy office in Lon- 
don, police said. 

A Scotland Yard spokesman said the 
“Scottish National Liberation Army” 
claimed responsibility for the latest attack, to 
protest the closure of state-owned British 
Steel Corp. plants in Scotland. 

The Scottish group, which said nothing 
about Tuesday's two devices, made its claim 
in a letter to the Glasgow offices of the British 
Press Association news agency. 

The Yard spokesman said Tuesday’s letter 

Ulster police 
shoot gunman 
dead, arrest 2 

BELFAST, March 16 (AP) — A police 
patrol killed one gunman and arrested two 
persons Wednesday after intercepting what 
they said was a Protestant death squad setting 
up an ambush in south Belfast, police 
reported. 

Police spokesman Jim Craig said the 
four-man police patrol spotted the gunmen's 
blue sedan, stolen in another part of Belfast a 
month ago, near Queen s University shortly 
after dawn. 

“One of the occupants of the car raised a 
gun and the patrol opened fire, fatally wound- 
ing one man and wounding a second before 
the occupants could fire a shot," Craig said. 

The wounded man was shot in the arms and 
chest and his condition was reported to be 
serious following emergency surgery at Bel- 
fast's Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Craig said that a third man who ran away 
when the police patrol challenged the men in 
the car was later arrested. Officers recovered 
a 9mm submachine gun and an automatic 
pistol from the sedan. 

Protestant death squads have sporadically 
attacked Catholics, most of them students, in 
that quarter in recent months. Wednesdays 
slaying raised the known death toll in 13 'h 
years of sectarian bloodshed to 2,285 — 16 of 
them this year. •- 

The IRA is fighting to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland, ft seeks to reunite the 
Protestant-dominated province with the 
Catholic-majority republic io end 62 years of 
partition.

Bedding for horses 

LONDON, March 16 (AP) — Often 
plagued by newspapers. Queen Elizabeth II 
has found at least one use for them — bed- 
ding for her horses. 

Buckingham Palace said Wednesday that a 
royal warrant has been issued to the 
Shredabed Company for supplies to the 
palace stables of shredded and baled news- 
papers for use as animal bedding material. 

The company supplies shredded newspap- 
ers as animal bedding to fanners and other 
owners of livestock around the country. The 
material, which comes in 55-pound bales, is 
virtually sterile and is said by company to be 
cheaper, cleaner and wanner than traditional 
straw and sawdust. 

The royal warrant entitles suppliers of 
goods to the royal household to advertise the 
fact. The palace did not say how much the 


bombs were made differently and were “not 
connected with the one found this mornmg.’’ 

Mis. Thatcher, appearing at a luncheon in 
London, told reporters she had no idea who 
sent the letter bombs. “Neither will I specu- 
late," she said. “It is one of the risks one 
takes. But what one has to try to do is to 
protect one's staff just m case they open one 
of these by accident,” the prime minister sakL 

Scotland Yard said the latest bomb addres- 
sed to Mrs. Thatcher's official 10 Downing 
Sl residence was contained in a 9-*ncb by 
4-incb brown manOa envelope. It was inter- 
cepted at the Victoria postal sorting office. 
Police explosives officers defuse the bomb, 
and no one was hint. 

A Yard spokesman said the incendiary 
device, intended to cause burns rather than 
heavy damage, was discovered duringroutime 
sorting after a worker became suspicions and 
called police. “The device is now being 
examined," said the spokesman, who did not 
want to be identified. 

On Tuesday, letter bombs were sent to 
Mrs. Thatcher at 10 Downing St. and to the 
U.S. Navy’s European headquarters in Lon- 
don. The one sent to Mrs. Thatcher was inter- 
cepted and defused. But the other cote, 
addressed to the naval communications unit, 
was opened by senior chief petty officer John 
E. Will iams ill, who was burned slightly on 
the hand. 

Some press reports said police were lin k ing 
Tuesday's devices to an obscure Ukrainian 
nationalist group known as Makhno’s Secret 
Army. 

The group, named after the late Nestor 
Makhno, an anarchist active in rise Ukraine in 
1981, claimed responsibility for a series of 
letter bombs in recent weeks to the^ Soviet 
Embassy and other London offices. 

N. Pole explorer 
airlifted to camp 

LONDON, March 16 (AP) — A British 
explorer trying to become the first person to 
walk alone to the North Foie was airlifted 
from the Arctic Icecap Wednesday because 
of equipment failure, reports reaching Lon- 
don said. 

Press Association, the British domestic 
news agency, said David Hempleman- 
Adams, a 26-year-old mountaineer, returned 
to his base camp at Eureka on Canada’s 
northern Ellesmere Island, where he began 
the final 480-mile leg of his journey March 
10 . 

In a report from the camp, the news agency 
said Hempleman- Adams planned to return 
Friday to the position where he interrupted 
his trek. 

The British Broadcasting Corp. said 
Hem pie man- A dams had traveled about 40 
miles from his base when he was picked up 
because of a faulty radio transmitter. Hie also 
needed repairs for his skis and tent and a 
replacement for his waterlogged sleeping 
bag. 

Press Association said the explorer 
appeared weather-beaten but buoyant after 
trekking across the barren icefields at temp- 
eratures hovering around minus 49. degrees 
Fahrenheit (minus 45 degrees Centigrade). 

The expedition, which has taken four years 
to prepare, must be carried out as quickly as 
possible to avoid the breakup of the polar ice 
cap as spring approaches.
